Addition of a blood bank with a 


capacity of 320 pints was announc- 
ed today by the Julia Chester Hos- 
pital board through the hospital's 
administrator, Edwin M. Murphv. 


The bank is a memorial lo the 


late Mrs. Orie. L. Reed who left 
a fund of $1,000 to the hospital. She 
was the wife of 0. L. Reed, pioneer 
Hempstead man. during her life 
she was active in hospital work and 
was a member of the board at the 
time of her death some six years 
ago. 


fee will be charged a patienl for 
each pine of blood. If that patient 
or a member of his family later 
donates two pints of blood to the 
bank, only the laboralor cost will be 
charged. And in the future if the 
prgram works out the requirement 
will be reduced accordingly.

Some 18 to 25 p.'nts 
of blood will be kept on hand, at all 
times. This is merely a speculative 
figure with community demands 
governing the amount to be kept 
on hand. The pints will be increa.- 
cd or decreased in accordance with 
demand. 
Mr. Murphy said. 


The hospital is currently in need 


of local persons to donate blood lo 
build the bank up to its minimum. 
In the future the hospital's plan 
for the bank will take care of itself 
under normal condition.

few faithful donors who can be de- 
pended on in emergencies. But, as 
Mr. Murphy put it, the number is 
so few for a city of this size that 
through necessity "we are working 
a goodt horse to death" and "that 
we don't liko to do." 


The goal is to have a list of do- 


nors so large that any' emergency 
can be taken care of without call- 
ing on the same faithful few over 
and over.
